Hon, John F. Darby Breathes His Last This 
Morning. 


Hon. John F. Darby,the venerable ex-Mayor 
of St. Louis, died suddenly of paralysis of the 
heart, at 6:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, at the residence of his daughter, 
Mrs. Julia D. Taylor, in Pendleton, Warren 
county, Mo., whither he went several weeks 
since ona visit. Mr. Darby was born Decem- 
ber 10, 1803, in North Carolina, and re- 
moved with his parents to the St. 
Louis district of Upper Louisiana in 1818. He 
was elected a member of the first Generai As. 
sembly of this State, under the Constitution ot 
1820, which assembled in this city, at the old 
Missouri Hotel, whereat David § RBarton 
and Thomas H. Benton were first elected to 
the United States Senate. Afterwards he be 
came prominent in the settlement 


with his name. Of late years he has been suf- 
fering with partial paralysis, but his indomit- 
able energy and enterprise kept him in 
active life, and until within the 
ast two weeks he has been 
fea by the hand to his law office and back 


again to the hotel. He spent several years in 
writing w boo entitled ‘‘Personal 
Recoliections,’’ which was _ publish- 


ed in 1880. His body

TREATMENT OF IMMIGRANTS, 


How a Railroad Agent of the Iren Mountain 
Accommodated Them. 


Mr. Wm. Vogel, agent of the German Socicty 
of this city, states the following: According 
to his instruction, he wasjon Sunday last at the 
Union Depot in order to assist immigrants 
coming here with the intention to stay here or 
to continue on their travel. The incoming 
Wabash train, 8:55a.m., had twenty-two im. 
migrants, gmen, women and children, 
from New York on board, on their way to 
Texas. The 9o0’clock train on the Iron Moun. 
tain road was ready to start. Accordingly 
there was hardly five minutes time for the im’ 


migrants to change cars. Their baggage, 
however, was at New York checked only to 
St. Louis, and they so informed the ayent of 
the Iron Mountain road, at the Union Depot. 
They wanted first to get their baggage and 
then haveit rechecked, They explained this 
to the agent as wellas they were able to, he 
understanding no German. 

@Buthe paid no attention to them, mada 
them board the train, pushing them into it, 
although thev protested against such treat. 
ment.» Mr, Vogel, on being informed of the 
facts, requested the agent to allow 
the parties to leave the cars, expostulating 
with him, but be was unsuccessful. He was 
called insulting names and not allowed to as- 
sist the parties; but he was equal to the emer- 
gency. He called in officer Mundinger, who 
was on duty,quickly intormed him otf the facts, 
and the Iron Mountain man thereafter stopped 
and allowed the police officer to take the par- 
ties from the train. 

The officers of the Iron Mountain 
road do not approve the action of 
their employe in this matter. Mr. 
Rosler, Land and Immigration Agent of tie 
company, Will certainly promptly investi- 
gate the matter. Besides Mr. Vogel, Mr. Jonn 
R. Ebert, agentef the Little Rock and Fort 
Smith Railroad Company, who witnessed the 
proceedings, is willing to give testimony in 
the matter. 

What Mr. George Shourds, the Iron Moun- 
tain agent had to say about the ‘‘d—an 
Dutch,’’ and what he cares about them, is un- 
doubtedly not in accordance with the tact 
that his company ‘is and has always Dbeea 
very anxious to sell their lands to German im- 
migrants and to have them travel over their 
lines. 

The parties came from Bohemia and were 
very thankful to Messrs. Vogel, Eberle and 
Mundinger for their prompt action and inter- 
ference.

An Historical Mansion for Sale. 
From the New York World. 
Colonel Roger Morris’s house, one of the 
oldest residences on Manhattan Island with 
all the land appertaining to it, is now, by vir- 
ture of a judgment of Lupreme Court, on the 
marketfor sale. The mansion is standing to- 
day just as it stood io the old days when 
George Washington once lived in it. Great 
men whose names are familiar to the world in 
the history ef the republic have eaten in the 
dining-room and slept in its capacious 
chambers, and in its drawing-room a hundred 
Indians have had a pow-wow with the big 
chief of the pale faces. It has been a hotel, and 
then, confiscated by the Government, it pass- 
ed into the bands of John Jacob Astor. ‘Then 
a wealthy French merchant turned it into a 
private residence, into Which he poureda 
shipload of furniture and paintings, while he 
oeautified the grounds by planting young 
trees and making flower gardens. This house, 
known to the present generation as the Jum- 
el mansion, stands on the summit of Harlem 
Heights, commanding delightful views, New 
York city lying at the foot ofthe hill, the 
Harlem River fiowing beside it, the Sound not 
far away, and Brookiyn and the Long Island 
towns in the distance. The house inside is 
acked with interesting relics of the past. 
Jonnected with this historic house are such 
names as Colonel Roger Morris, aid to 
General Braddock; George Washington, 
Generals Greene, Putnam, Mercer and others 
who viewed their troops from its portico. 
General Kn paamesn the Hessian command- 
er, also used it as his headquarters until Nov- 
ember 25,1783. Afterwards Dr. Isaac Led- 
yard occupied it, and last of all Stephen Jum- 
el and his family. Madame Jumel’s 
marriage with Arron Burr his name is also 
associated with it.

Night Tippling in New York. 
From a Letter to the Troy Times. 

Sorosis was held at Delmonico’s, a fact 
which suggests the contrast between these 
intellectuai ladies and the guzzling crowds of 
young men which nightly frequent the same 
estabiishment. Gas light, indeed, is the time 
for drinking. The sheen ofthe goblet, the 
glare of mirrors, and the dazzling glitter of 
the bar are sufficient to attrack the victim of 
destroying appetite. The day perhaps was 
viven to business, and hence night brings its 
time of miscalled recreation, which is found 
in the tap room and in the gin palace. Even 
the loafer who has gone hungry all day, and 
who must turn into the station housefor a 
lodging, will contrive to get his nipto sieep 
on. The “bar” istbe great feature inthe 
thickly settled parts ofour city. Churches 
may be searce, but saloons are plenty. You 
wili sometimes find a dozenin one square, 
and the aggregate number is 9,000. Place 
these in a direct line, and allow 25 feet front 
to each lot, and they would extend 45 miles, 
Let them be arrayed on both sides of the 
street and they would extend half this dis- 
tance. What an avenue of death would be 
thus exposed to the public! But here they 
scattered over an area of 140,000 lots, or 14,- 
000 acres, most of which is covered with 
buildings. It might be a matter of surprise 
with some how so many saioons can be sup- 
ported, butiook at their trade by gaslight 
and your surprise will abate. At night the 
iaboring classes are let loose. The cierks 
promenade the streets and enjoya_ social 
vlass. Workingmen drink in oft-repeated 
draughts, and before morring the station 
houses will be full of arrests. Bioodgy en- 
counters generally take place, and many of 
these end in death.

Rossetti’s Use of Opium. 
From the London World. 

When I announced last week that the bealth 
of Mr. D. G. Rossetti was again giving 
anxiety to his friends, I little thought that 
the end was so near, and that before the day 
on which my words appeared in type the dis- 
tinguished painter and poet would have 
passed away from earth. Even to those. who 
were nearest him the sad event of Sunday 
came asea shock, for what had been feared 
was aot immediate death, but prolonged or 
permnanent incapacity for work, and it had 
been hoped thateven this might be averted 
by the change of air and perfect rest which he 
was enjoying at Birchington on Sea This, 
however, Was not to be, and at the compara- 
tively early age of 54 we have lostan artist 
whose work, though to some extent *‘caviare 
to the general,” has had, perhaps, a more 
powerful influence than that of any other 
man upon tne rising generation of imagina- 
tive producers. Mr. Rossett’s death was prob- 
ably due jess to disease than to the weapons 
employed against it. A peculiar form of 
nervous irritability, the most distressing 
symptom of which was continued sleepless- 
ness, bad driven hiiu like Coleridge and 
Quincey, to the habitual use of opium, and of 
tue equaliy fascinating and even more 
dangerous hydrate of chloral; and {tis now 
painfully evident tpat tbe relief obtained was 
dearly purchased. I suppose there are cases 
in which opium wisely administered may be 
safe, if not beneficial: but chloral is one of the 
most perilous gifts of modern chemical 
science, and I have reason to know that its 
use is becoming frightfully common.

Salt Lake City Letter to the New York World. 

I was walking yesterday up the City Creek 
when I became aware of an aged man seated 
on a stone by the roadside. His trousers were 
turned up to his knees and be was nursing 
one ot his legs as if he felt a great pity for it. 
AsI approached I percieved that he was in 
trouble—(I perceived this by his oaths)—and 
getting still nearer I ventured to inquire what 
annoyed him. ‘*Aged person,” said I, “what 
aileth thee??’—or words to that effect. But 
there was no response, at least not worth 
mentioning. He only bent further over his 
leg, and I noticed that his coat had split down 
the back seam. His cursing accounted for 
that; it was sufficient to make any coat split. 
And then his hat fell off his head into the 
dust, in judgment upon him. At this he 
swore aguin. horribly. By this time I cuessed 
that he had been bitten by red ants (and they 
are the shrewdest reptile at biting that I 
know of), so I said, “Bitten by red ants, eh?” 
At this he exploded with wrath, and looked 
up. Andsuch aface! He had a counten- 
ance on him like the ragged edge of despair. 
His appearance was calamity. ‘‘Red ants,” 
said he; ‘*‘red Indiahs, red devils, red hell:’’ 
and then, relapsing into the vernacular, be- 
came unintelligible, but he ended up with 
“this damned Mormon city.’’ 

Now here was aman, fairly advanced in 
years, fairly clothed, fairiy uneducated, As I 
had never seen hin before he may have been, 
for all I know, “the average American’’ I #0 
often see referred to. Anyhow, there he was, 
cursing the Mormons because he had been 
bitten by red ants! Of his own stupidity he 
had gone and stood upon an ants’ nest, thrust 
his hippopotamus foot into their domicile, 
overwhelming the nurseries and the parlors 
in a common catastrophe, crushing withthe 
same heel the grandsire ant and tone sucking 
babe at its mother’s breast, mashing up the 
intirmand the feeble with the eggs in the 
cells and the household provisions laid up in 
the larder—ruining in fact an industrious 
community simply by his weight in butcher’s 
meat. Some of the survivors promptly 
charged the intruding boot, and, running up 
what the old man was pleased to call ‘his 
blasted pants,” had bitten the Jegs they had 
found concealed in them. And for this ‘the 
average American’’ cursed {the Mormons and 
their city! 

The incident interested me, for, apart from 
my sympathy with the ants, I couldn’t help 
thinking what a powerful adversary to Mor- 
mopism this most thrilling mishap might 
have created. That man went back to bis 
hotel—for he was evidently a ‘‘visitor’’—a 
confirmed anti-Mormon. His darkest sus- 
picions about polygamy were confirmed. 
His detestation of the _ bestial licen- 
tiousness of the Saints was increased a 
bundred-fold. He saw at a glance that all he 
had ever heard about tae Danites was quite 
true, and much more, too, that he had never 
heard but could now easily invent for him- 
self. There was no need for any one to tell 
him. after the way he had been treated 
within a mile of the Tabernacle, of the infa- 
mous debaucheries of Brigham Young with 
his ‘*‘Cyprian maids” and his ~‘cioistered 
wives.’’ Wasn’t it as plain as the sun at 
noonday that the Mormons were in league 
with the red Indians and went halves in the 
proceeds of each other’s murders? In fact, 
to drop ‘**the average American’’ and quote 
the editor of the Sait Lake ‘Tribune, cannot 
any one who is not a foo! see that **Mormon- 
ism is simply a legalized system of prostilu- 
tion, based upon verjury aud fraud’? 

The ant-bitten man was a typical ‘**Mor- 
mon-eater,’’ forsuch isthe local name of 
those who revile Mormonism root and branch 
because they find intelligent men opposed to 
polygamy. They are underthe impression, 
seeing and talking to no one but each other, 
that the United States in a mass, that 
the whole world entertain an wunreason- 
ing, fanatical abhorrence of the inhibitants of 
the Territory, and snare with them their 
mean parocnial jealousy of the Mormon 
tradesmen and Mormon farmers who are 
more thriving than they are themselves.

in willful malice),for even my slight acquaint- 
ance with them has shown me that in all 
classes alike the reverence for the God of the 
Bible is formulated not only in their morning 
and evening prayers, butin their grace be- 
fore every meal; that so far from there being 
any exceptional familiarity between families 
the very reverse is conspicuous, for 80 strict 
isthe Mormon etiquette of social courtesies 
that househoids which in England would be 
on the most intimate terms maintain here a 
distant formality which impresses the stran- 
ger as being coid;that instead of the Mormons 
being as a class profanethey are as a class 
singularly sober in their language, and indeed 
in this respect resemble the Quakers. Now, 
my Opinioas are founded upon facts of per- 
sonal knowledge and experience. What then 
can I think of assertions to the contrary? I 
have only the alternative of excusing them as 
being ignorant or accusing them as be- 
ing willfully false. Im charity, I have done 
the former. 


Nice Summer Drinks. 
From the Providence Journal. 

A great many industries start afresh and 
witb great impulse in the spring of the vear. 
One-of these is the business of preparing 
“cooling peverages’’ for the summer drink- 
ers. The bottling establishments are in 
operation the year through, but in the spring 
preparations are made forthe summer in- 
crease. The demand for the lighter drinking 
material, if not for all, is regulated py the 
weather toavreat extent. If the season be 
bot and dry the people will beinthe same 
condition. The amount of sweetened water 
thatis sold under various names is simply 
enormous. 

Soda is water impregnated with carbonic 
acid gas. Carbonic acid gas is made from 
pulverized marble and vitriol. The marble is 
put into a receiver and mixed with the vi- 
triol. The gas is thus generated, and after 
passing through purifiers or through water is 
ready to be charged into any kind of sweet- 
ened water. A bottling machine fillsa bottle 
a second with the help of one operator. Over 
the bottling table are the reservoirs contain- 
ing syrups, connected with the bottling ma- 
chine. Thecarbonic acid gas, mingled with 
water, is let in, the syrup faucetis opened 
and in the space of a second a bottle of gin- 
ger ale, sei 5 ring pop or other mixture is 
ready for market. 

The discovery of ginger ale gave a refresh- 
ing drink to millions. It is supposed that 
more would be soldif the name ‘ale’ was 
not given to it. Asit is nothing more than 
water sweetened with ginger syrup and 
charged with carbonic acid gas it has no very 
marked intoxicating or even stimulating 
qualities, It is the great summer drink— 
harmless, pleaeant, refreshing and health- 
ful. The item of bottles is an important 
one. The bottles cost more than the aie. 
Every bottle requires washing, of course, ev- 
ery time it is emptied. For this purpose a 
machine has been invented and putin opera- 
tion to take the place of hand labor. This 
machine washes sixty bottles per minute, 
and does it as well asthe most careful hand. 
The saving in labor is great. Besides the city 
consumption the sea shore trade will soon be- 
gin again. Atsummer resorts the chief di- 
version of many is drinking. Why not? The 
salt air produces thirst.

son of a negress owned by his white father. 
To escape slavery he fled when quite young 
to Canada, and thenceto New York. The 
negro blood of Lewis was barely discernible, 
and he got a position as salesman ina dry 
goods house. hile thus employed, about 
1845, he became acquainted with a Jewish 
girl of 18, apout five years his junior. They 
fell in love, and she eloped with him. They 
were married by a minister, who has since 
entered political life, and is now a well- 


known member otthe Tammany organiza- | 


tion. The father of the girl is Joseph R. 
Nones, a notary and commissioner in Duane 
street. He overtook the couple, and took his 
daughter home, Soon thereafter he sent her 
to live with a relative in Philadelphia, where 
proceedings were begun in her name for an 
absolute divorce. Lewis was prevailed upon 
not to contest the matter, although 
he visited Philadelphia with the avowed 
intention of resisting the suit It 
was said that the wife got a divorce. In 1854 
or 1855 Lewis became buyer of the firm of 
Conkiing & Shepard, of Park Place. Later 
he went into business for himself as a mem- 
ber of the tirm of Lewis, Haviland & Tayuor, 
with warerooms in Church street. He was 
always very reticent as to his origin, and 
claimed to be of Cuban descent and a native 
of Canada. He began about that time to buy 
mortgages and real estate—never purchasing 
anything in that line unless it wat a decided 
bargain in his eyes, so that at the time of his 
death he was worth a fortune, principally in 
real estate. After Lewis’ flight to Canada 
his mother had married aman of her owa 
race, andthe haif-brother and half-sister, 
between whom Lewis’s property was divided, 
were the result of that union. 

Lewis’ wife, who resumed her maiden 
name after the alleged divorce was obtained, 
has, through Kursheedt & Robison, lawyers, 
notified the holders of the property formerly 
owned by Lewis that legal proceedings may 
be averted by compromise. It is said to be 
her intention to prove the divorce illegal. 


LORD CAVENDISH. 


The English Nobleman’s Experience in 
Our Late Civil War. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I met Gen. Averiil this morning, who told 
me a singular story about Cavendish. 

‘*You may not be aware,’’ said he, “that 
Cavendish wasin the Army of the Potomac 
in 1862, and I entertained him for a while. He 
came to this country with bis brother, Lord 
Hartington, now the Marquis of Hartington, 
and with Sir John Rose. I met them in the 
following peculiar way: When Mctilellan’s 
army evacuated the peninsula I covered the 
embarkation with my cavalry, and was the 
last officer to get in the steamer. Having 
been ill Llost my senses when I got on the 
steamer, and knew nothing more till I found 
myselfin the house of Gen, Wadsworth at 
Washington. +» As soon as Iwas able to get 
out I made ready to find the army again, 
which was then at Antietam hattle-field. But 
before I started I wentinto Gen. Ingalls’ of- 
fice, on Pennsylvania avenue, he 
being the Chief Quartermaster’ of 
McClellan, and he and Nesmith, of Oregon, 
and Col. Sawtelle and myself sat down 
to play a game of poker. It was a pretty 
long game,and consequently Ingalis and Nes- 
mith were frozen out, and the game was left 
to Sawtelle and me, and I won all the money. 
Sawtelie said: ‘Now, Averill, I have no 
more money, but Ingalls has plenty of wine 
and good stuff here, and I will stake you a 
basket of champagaoe on another round.’ I 
won again, and the champagne was mine. 
Then they put up some Chateau Margaux,and 
I won that. Said I: Gentlemen, if you think 
Iam going to leave this stuff here, you are 
mistaken. I amgvuing to carry it up to the 
army with me. 

**So, when I started the next day, I had my 
wine loaded up, and some of my staff officers 
were with me, and it took me all day to go to 
Harper’soFerry. On the way certain Eng- 
lishmen, seeing me with a General’s insignia, 
introduced themselves as Lords Cavendish 
and Hartington, and with them was Rose. I 
was pretty ill from haviog piayed that poker 
the night before, being barely convalescent, 
but lying down asI was most of the time,jl 
heard them talk, and divided lunch with 
them. Cavendish was a young fellow, pretty 
well made, of a frank, biuff style. His elder 
brother, Hartington, was something over 30 
years old. When we got out at Berlin,in Mary- 
land, to find the army, these yeung fel- 
lows still went along with us, and we came 
toasmall house at the roadside, standing 
rather on a hill, which had but one bed in it, 
and was inhabited by a poor woman. We 
concluded to stop there for the night, and 
these young Lords lay down on the floor with 
my staff, making no complaint, and insisted 
on my taking the bed. I then got at my sup- 
plies, and some of the boys had hunted ice in 
the neighborhood. They probably thought 
that an American officer lived just as I did 


that day, on the results oJ my pokeg§game. 
We had champagne and ice, a then 
Margaux and pork and _ ~obeans. The 
next dav, while we were at the same 


house, Gen. MeClelian rode past and called 
out tome: ‘Howare you, Averill? Gilad to see 
you back.’ Gen. McClellan, thank you,!{said 
I. Hearing his name these two fellows rush- 
ed down to the fence toget a glimpse of the 
General they hadread so much of, but I did 
notintroduce them. The staff officers got to 
like them pretty well, and used to say to this 
Cavendish who was kiiled Saturday: ‘Cav- 
endish, give me some of yourtobacco.’ They 
staid around camp some time and suddenly 
Hartington disappeared and turned up in 
Lee’s army. The others aid not. 1 never 
inquired as to whether Gen. McClel- 
lan permitted Hartington to pass the lines, 
but have the idea that he just walked out of 
the picket-line and went over. Sir Jobn 
Rose, when [ saw him afterward in Canada, 
rather apologized for MHartington’s disap- 
pearance, which was the first time I knew 
that he had gone to Lee.” 


August Belmont’s Duel. 
From the Elkton (Md.) Whig, May 6. 

On Wednesday evening, August 25, 1841, 
two parties of menin carriages drove up to 
the two hotels of the town. There was, says 
the chronicle of the day, ‘‘an apparent 
strangeness in their actions,” and the wise- 
acres of the town were at their wits’ end to 
determine the object of their visit. About 12 
o’ clock that night a conference was held be- 
tween representatives of the two parties, nu- 
merous inquiries in the meantime having 
been made as to the distance to the Delaware 
line. Latein the night, or rather early in the 
morning, they left the town, driving directly 


east. ‘hey were followed by some citizens 
of the village, whose curiosity had induced 
them to watch their movements, but 
were not overtaken, and no one, 


it seems, resident in Elkton was an eye-wit- 
ness of the duel, which occurred atan early 
hour onthe morning of the 26:h, on Grey’s 
Hill, about one mile east ofthe town. As it 
afterward proved, the principals in the af- 
fair had taken assumed names, one of them 
being addressed as Moore, the other as Gold- 
smith. In reality, however, they were Mr. 
August Belmont, of New York, the American 
agent of the Rothschilds, and who has since 
figured very prominently as a New York 
Democratic politician, and Mr. William Hay- 
ward, of South Carolina. They had been to- 
gether residents of the American Hotel, in 
New York, and the affairseems to have orig- 
inated in a *‘love affair?’ UHayward’s broth- 
er stated at the time that Beimont’s intimacy 
with a lady had been resented by Hayward, 
andthe former having spoken of the latter 
in terms not particularily complimentary, 
Hayward had struck Belmont, whereupea the 
latter had challenged him to mortal combat. 
Intent upon blood, they had _  ar- 
ranged a duel, to be fought upon the 
classic soil of Delaware, ana for that pur- 
pose had taken carriage at Wilmington and 
driven to Elkton, intending to meet upon the 
field eof honor by sunrise just over the Dela- 
ware line. As it turned out, npowever, they 
did not drive far enough east, and the soil of

BROADHEAD’S BLUNDER. 
Several weeks ago the committee charged 
with the arrangement of the banquet of the 
Society of the Army of the Tennessee, to be 
held at the Lindell Hotel this evening, con- 
ferred upon Col. JAMES O’BRIEN BrRO«AD- 
HEAD the distinguished honor of inviting 
him to respond to one of the most robust and 
beautiful toasts selected for the occasion. It 
was **Missouri,’’ accompanied by the senti- 
ment: ‘‘Her bright banner, inscribed ‘Loy- 
alty,’ borne by LYON and Bair, atill lights 
the way to greatness.’’ Here was a magnifi- 
cent oppurtunity for the able Mr. BROADHEAD 
to display that fervid eloquence for which he 
is so justly celebrated and at the same time 
pay a deserved tributeto his gallant Union 
confreres, LYON and BLAIR. He accepted. 
He even went so far as to write out his 
speech, whith was pronounced by those who 
were favored with a private view to besome- 
thing really exquisite in the way of 
patriotism, poesy and pyrotechnics. Yes- 
terday morning Col. MURPHY, Chairman of 
the Banquet Committee, was shocked as with 
an exploded can of dynamite by the receipt 
ofa letter from Co]. BROADHEAD in which 
he peremptorily declined to appear at the 
banquet and- respond to the toast assigned 
him. We have not been permitted at this 
writing to see the letter which Col. B. wrote, 
but it is understood that he gave as his rea- 
son for not carrying out the obligation made 
to the committee a modest reluctance on his 
parttostirup the prejudices and annimosi- 
ties growing out of the terrible civil war. The 
fact that the declination was made at tbe last 
momert and on the anniversary of the day so 
fraught with bitter memories to some citi- 
zens—the capture of Camp Jackson by LYoNn 
and BLaiIR—leads many people to be- 
lieve that Col. BROADHEAD permitted 
himself to be overpersuaded in this 
matter by his political grooms, Colonels 
GEORGE and JOuN KNaPP—with, perhaps, 
Col. GRIFF. PRATHER a8 a sub-advisory 
committeeman. 
Recently the Legislature of Missouri was 
called together in special session to nip the 
Congressional aspirations of ex-Gov. PHELPS 
(at large) and arrange a special Congressional 
district which would enable Col. Broap- 
HEAD to go to Washington, on a good salary,as 
the representative of the Missouri Repudii- 
can, including Col. GRIFF., as aforesaid. 
This last scheme was carried out by picking 
up the Nineteenth Ward, which has the honor 
of containing Col. BROADH&AD and his for- 
tunes, and transferring it to what was, for 
the most part, formerly the Second District of 
the city of St. Louis. This being done, it sud- 
denly became necessary for the Colonel to 
assume a politic attitude, the district not being 
quite as much of a sure thing Democratically 
as some people might desire. It proba- 
bly occurred to him as late as Friday night, 
after a long consultation with the KNapps 
and their Cabinet, including Col. Grirr 
PRATHER, keeper of the privy seai, that if he 
appeared before the representatives of the 
grand Union army which swept from Belmont 
to the sea every vestige of rebellion to the 
authority of the Federal Government, and 
eulogized such patriots as Ly ~ :N and Buarr, 
he would incur the implacable hostility of the 
old Confederate element which is yet a 
potent factor in the politics of this city. He 
could not respond to the toast set down to 
him without referring to Camp Jackson and 
thereby tearing off the scabs of the men who 
broke their swords on that memorable day of 
dismay and humiliation. He yielded to the 
bad advice of his narrow-minded advisers 
and with a few strokes of the pen wiped out 
the record which he made as a friend of the 
Union in tbe dark days of tne war. 
Politically nO man ever made a worse 
favestment than did Col. BroapueapD 
when he penned that abrupt letter

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man with aspirations for political life cannot 
stand up in Missouri and speak words of 
praise of FRANK BLAIR, even in this day of 
generous sentiments. FRANK BLalIR is a 


part of the history of the State. His services, : 


both as soldier and statesman, have shed 
some luster on our Commonwealth... It is 
pitiable, indeod, if aman like Col. BROoaD- 
HEAD cannot refer to his efforts in keeping 
the State in the Union without provoking 
hostility and “exasperating” the feelings 
which still exist between the sections. The 
admission from him that such is the case is 
enough to cause every true citizen’s cheek to 
burn with shame. 

We have the assurance from Col. BrRoapD- 
HEAD, this morning, that he has no desire to 
enter public life; that he is seeking no office 
whatsoever. It will be well for him if this 
is true, for if the yearning for political dis- 
tinction still disturbs his aged breast he has 
done that which will soothe it effectually. He 
has signed bis political death-warrant and 
banded the document to the public execu- 
tioner. 


THE Missouri State Press Association is 
holding its annual frolic at St. Joe, and for 
once a speech was made during the proceed- 
ings which will attract some attention outside 
the hall in which it was uttered. This 
speech was the output of the President of 
the State University, Dr. Laws, and, in addi- 
tion to being long, wearisome and boresome, 
was simply a defense of secession, and an 
apotheosis of the fallen leaders of the Con- 
federacy. The Doctor undertook to demon- 
strate that LEE and JACKSON were no greater 
rebels than WASHINGTON and WayYNE— 
which, to say the least, was a piece of impro- 
priety.

Brother Cupples to be Investigated 


? by the Conference 
———  —— 
Because He Permitted the Lancers, 
Waltz and Racquet to be Danced 
at His House. 


Mr. Samuel ©. Cupples, the saintly Vice- 
President of the Police Board, has been 
‘‘gowned’’ again. This time it is tae members 
of his own church, the Methodist South, who 
areontopof him. Mr. Oupples is a member 
of the Missouri Conference to the General Con- 
ference of that church, now in session at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. A telegraphic dispatch from that 
place yesterday conveyed the information 
that ‘‘a committee of investigation had been 
appointed to inquire into the report that Samuel 
Cupples, a lay delegate from the St. Louis 
Conference, had, since his election, permit- 
ted dancing in his house.’’ 

This is the quadrennial conference of the 
church, and the principal business before the 
conference will be the election of Bishops. It 


is expected that the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of Bishop Marvin, of St. Louis, will 
be filled by the confererce before its adjourn- 
ment, and asfit is known that Mr. Cupples is a 
bgrd worker at election times, and has, 
fen others of bis friends, laid plans to 

cure the successorship for cne of his friends, 
the effect of jthe announcement of a charge 
of 20 serious a nature as the one which was 
preferred against Mz. Oupples was calculated 
to cause a coid chill to run up the back of that 
gentleman’s partisans and friends. Dancing is 
against the discipline of Mr. Cupples’ church, 
and a member whois convicted of indulging 
in or tolerating the sinful pastime on his prem- 
ises is liable to severe penalties. It appears 
tbat at a reception given at Mr. Cupples’ Cote 
Grilliante mansion last winter a large number 
of laymen and church members were present. 
It appears also that 

SEVERAL PASTORS OF THE CHURCH 

were in the parlors and subsequently in the 
dining-room during the course of the evening. 
The entertainment provided by Mr. Cupples 
was announced to a ‘‘dress reception,’’ 
and it was a reception until about midnight, 
when all of the elderly guests had departed to 
theirhomes. At that quiet hour, however, 
the entertainmest took another form, to-wit: 
that ofabali. Only the younger people had 
been invited to remain, and these enfoyed 
themselves in the deligotful lancers and in the 
stili more delightful waltz, racquet and otber 
round dances. The festivities were kept up 
until a late hour inthe morning. Every one 
who had been present said they had had a 
‘‘lovely time,’’ and most of them wernt home 
perfectiyunconscious that they had placed their 
yenerous host and hostess in a terribie predic- 
ament. The responsibility does not rest with 
the dancers, however, but with Mr. Cupples 
aiope,who as the head of the family is solely to 
ve held to account by the elders and authorities 
of the church for a plain violation of church 
rules and regulations. The enemies in the 
chureh of Mr. Cupples were guick to seize 
upon the occasion and to deal him a thrust in 
so Vital a part. The matter was tirst taken up 
by the Christian Advocate, a weekly news- 
paper which is managed by Mr. Logan D. 
Dameron, Mr. Cuppies’ most persistent and 
eloquent adversary. Quite a number of very 
bitter articies appearea in the columns of the 
Advocate in January, and the agitation bas 
been kept up with more or less vigor ever 
since. 

The charge against Mr. Cupples is based on 
the folowing pastoral letter of the Bishops of 
the church: ‘‘Among the indu'gences that 
cannot stand this solemn test (uone in the 
name of the Lord) isthe modern dance, both 
in its public and private exhibition, as utterly 
opposed to the spirit of Christianity as taught 
by us.’’ ‘‘Upon this interpretation of tne 
general rule,’’ says the Advocate, ‘‘our 
preachers have administered the discipline of 
the church; and handreds of members 
expelled for persisting in 

this one member, this 
official in the church, this delegate 
elect to the General Conference, would set 
asidethe authorities of the church, reverse 
their decisions 
AND WITH IMPUNITY VIOLATE THEIR GENERAL 

RULES. 

In view of the factthat Mr. Cupples is a del- 
exate to the General Conferance it is the pre 
rogative of any one Of his constituents to note 
publicly any particularin whieh he may vio- 
jate the law of the church or publicly criticise 
uny views that he may hold contrary 
to her doctrines an polity. lt 
ig only through his pastor proceéidings tuo 
diseipline him can be instituted, but the pas- 
tor’s failure to act on this justifiable ground 
of action is certainly no reason why the entire 
church should wink at this man’s irreguia:i- 
ties, anda accept him, without protest, to sit in 
the highest counsels of the ehurch, to enact 
laws ana to elect nen to the episcopacy.’’ 

Members of the church were very chary about 
expressing their views, and to the reporter 
expressed their unwillingness to say anything 
until after the conclusion of the vonterence, 
With considerable difficulty the reporter at 
length founda brother who was not afraid 
to say what he knew. This gentleman 
stipulated, however, that his name shouid 
not be mentioned, at least, not for the pres- 
ent. Should Mr. Cupples or any of his friends 
desire to knowit, however, he willl cheer- 
tully give it. 

HE SAID: 

‘*The occurrence at Mr. Cupples’ house last 
winter has undoubtedly piuced him in a 
plight. Dancing was part of the evening’s 
amusement, butit did not begin until ali of 
the ministers and elderly guests bad departed. 
After the reception Miss Amelia 
Cuppies, the daughter of Mr. Cuppies, 
invited her friends to remain, With the staute- 
ment that they were going to have an enter- 
tainment for the young people alone, not stat. 
ing what the character of that entertainment 
would be; but it appears that the band of uiu- 
siciaus who were present to furnish music tor 
the enjoyment of the guests were also invited 
to remain and the young people engaged 
in dancing both square and round dances. 
This wascontrary to the discipiine of the 
church, even though Mr. Cupples’ daughter 
was herself nota member ofthe church. Mr. 
Oupples Was the head of thefamiiy, and is 
solely responsible for whatever trans in 
his house. Now I wang to say, and itis an 
important point to te asadenial tothe 
assertions On thestreet to the effect that Mr. 
Logan D. Dameron was tnstrumeutal in bring- 
ing the charges against Mr. Cappies, 
that the members of the Plar 
Biunff Oonterence, lately held, asked 
for an expianation from Mr.

A Desperate Set of St. Louis Thieves 
Now Broken Up. 
pees then Aw FS 
Careerof ‘‘Memphis Bill,’’ Pat Clancy, 
Muncie Burns, and Other 
Burglars. 


Of all classes of criminals which infest socte- 
ty, probably housebreakers or burglars are 
the most desperate and less regardful of life 
and danger than any other. 

Of this kind of law breakers in the United 
States within the past ten or twelve years 


probably none have been more expert 
and daring in their movements than 
George Alexander, alias Memphis Bill, 


and Pat Clancy, particularly the former. It is 
not known how Alexander gained his gobri- 
quet of 

MEMPHIS BRILL, 
for, although he is a Southern man by birth 
and has operated largely in Southern cities, 
he was not raised in Memphis, neitber has he 
ever done any work in that place which has 
been traced to bim. George first sppear- 
ed in St. Louis criminal annals in 1871, when 
the city was infested with a set of 
crooks, among whom were Gu; 
Canton tand j;Bobby Donovan (whose ca- 
reers have airexndy appeared in the 
POST- DISPATCH), Muncie Buras, Jonn Mather, 
Pat Clancy and Alexander. These mea form- 
ed a clique for the perpetration of crimes, each 
tollowing his particular branch of business. 
Alexander was a sort of leader among them 
aud planned most of the ‘“‘lays.’’ He oper- 
ated here until the year 1873 without being 
caught, when he, accompanied by Clancy, 
burglarized the residence of a prominent citi- 
zen on Lucas piace. They gota good dea! of 
plate, jeweiry and articles of clothing and 
escaped from the house without detection. 
The detectives were set to work on 
the case, and four or five days after the rob- 
bery they succeeded in catching George on the 
very slight clew of a pocket-handkerchief 
which the officer saw sticking out of his poeket 
as he was walking on Fifth street. The hand- 
kerchief had been taken from the house on 
Lucas place, and a description of it was given 
to the authorities. The crook was unabie to 
give a satisfactory account of where he had 
got it, so he was arrested.tried and convicted, 
and sentenced to five years in tne Missouri 
Penitentiary. 

HIS PARTNER, CLANCY, o 
was caught while negotiating the sale of som 
of the stolen plate in a fence shop, and also 
tried, convicted and sent to the penitentiary 
for ten years. 

ALEXANDER SERVED WIS TIME, 
orrather two-thirds of it—having conducted 
himself well he was relea sed under the two. 
thirdsrule. He no sooner got out than he com- 
menced work again. He broke into a silk 
and ribbon house on Fourth street, be- 
tween Olive and Pine. and went thronyu 
the establishment for over $500 worth of goous. 
Again he was caught Dy Detective i tewaurt ard 
the deed fastened onto him. He returned to 
Jefferson City for another term of five years. 
His behavior there again entitied hii to ti.e 
benefit of the two thirds rule, so a shott time 
ago he was released. This tie George did 
not show upin st. Louis, andit is mot known 
to the autho.ities where he is at present. A.- 
exanderis nowa manu about fortv years oid, 
short and stoutly built,and carries the index of 
his character in hisf ace, i) having a repu gi.e 
though shrewd @Xpréosiou. Ciancy serveu 
two-thirds of his sentence and then got out on 
good time and went to Chicago. There he 
was ‘‘settied’’ (caught) for a burglary and 
convicted. Heis nowin the prison at Joliet 
fora long term of years. Clancy is au old 
man, being considerably over filty, and is 

ONE OF THE TOUGHEST CHAKACTERS 
whose face adorns the regues’ gal- 
leries in a every city of the 
United States. fhile Alexander Ciancy, 
Gus Canton, John Maher and Muncie Burns 
were together in the jail in 1873, they made it 
very lively for the officials of that bastile. All 
of them being of desperate disposition’, they 
cared littie ior their lives, so during theiv cone 
finemént they made all manner of disturb- 
ances by fighting with other gangs, inciting 
riots and discontent among the prisoners. 
Every means was used to keep them under 


discipline, but without effect. They were 
hand-cuffed in their cells, but 
in an incredibly short space of time 


they wouid free themselves of the shackles 
anda throw them out into the corridors of the 
jail, laughing derisively ali the whiie atthe 
futile endeavors of the juilers to keep them in 
subjection. When they were sent to che Peal- 
tentiary, peace in the jail was restored. 
THIS GANG OF DESPERADOES 

igsnow broken up, and most of its members 
either confined in prisous or gone to their last 
account. Muncie Burne, one of the hardest of 
the lot, was kilied last fail by Officer Kirchner. 
while escaping, with his pal, John Maher, 
from the house of Judge Thompson, which 
they had robbed. The officer detecwd 
them asthey were ge it and called «na 
them to halt, which they did notdo. On the 
contrary, Burns turned, drew his pietol, and 
was about to shoot whea he was dropped Ly 
the officer, who had forestailed him.

JORDAN’S WITHDRAWAL. 


Lively Conflict in Court Between the Credit- 
ors and the Dousmans. 


Judge Horner was sitting on a judicial try- 
ing-pan this morning. The attachment suits 
of the creditorsin the case of Jordan, Dous- 
man & Co., the detunct tobacco firm, 
are being ventilated before a 


jury with a strong array of legal talent on 
either side. The Dousman family are in court 
represented by George Davis, Mason G. Smith 
and John Harrison. The creditors are sever- 
aily represented by Fisher & Kowell, Goorge 
M. Stewart, Jay & Sampson. There are 
allegations and counter-allegations of fraud 
and conspiracy and the tight is warm and bit- 
ter.

MURDEREFRS’ MINDS. 


Prof. Brown’s Visit to the Jail Causes a Flut- 

Quite a curious scene was witnessed at the 
jail yesterday. Shortly before noon J. Randal 
Brown, the original mind reader, and a POSsT- 
DISPATCH reporter visited the Hotel 
de Ryan, and the former’ created 
quite a furore among the prisoners. 
Just within the enclosurejJailer Ryan was met, 
and when he learned who Mr. Brown was the 
Jailer eyed him with evident and manifest cu- 
riosity. The mind-reader told him that he 
had come to take a look atthe place and to 
talk with some of the prisoners. 

‘‘All right,’’ said Ryan, ‘*‘but I must tell 
them about you first.’’ 

*““Why?’’ 

‘*Weil, you see, they put confidence in me 
and it would not do to have you introduced to 
any of them without their knowing just who 
you are and what youcan do. You might find 
at something they would not waut you to 

now.’’ 

Mr. Brown’s intention was to visit the jail 
and talk casually with the prisoners, with- 
out letting them know who he wa&s. 
His idea was to perform a few tricks, and, 
when he hud won the confidence of some of the 
men, to experiment with them and give an ex- 
hibition of his powers. Jailer Ryan was op-, 

osed to the pian, evidently fearing tnat Mr. 

trown was looking after some deep mystery, 
and that he would steala march through his 
wonderful power if not closely watched. 

Soon the fact that the great mind-reader 
was within the pull pen became noised about, 
andthe prisoners became much interested. 
Ot all classes of people they ought to be the 
last who would want their secret thoughts 
read, and many of them manifested a fear of 
this kind. 

‘*Sothat is the man that can tell what you 
are thinking about?’’ said a well-known rest. 
dent of Murderers’ Row, as he looked at tne 
visitor carefuliy. 

‘*Yes, that’s he,’’ said Deputy Jailer Con- 
nors. 

‘*Well, I’d bet $10—if I nadit, I mean—that 
he can’t tell what I’m thinking about.’’ 

Mr. Brown overheard the banter and turn- 
ing to the man said: 

‘‘Never mind the $10. I’ll make a trial if you 
wish. I'll see wnat I can do for you.’’ 

The man was a littie surprised, and as 
Brown approached him he arew away. 

‘*Don't back out,’’ said a couple of prison- 
ers, who were standing near. 

‘*‘Who'’s backing out?’’ said the murderer. 
‘*T know he cannot de it.’’ 

‘*Let him try it then.’’ 

‘‘No, I don’t want to,’’ was the answer. 
‘*‘No man can read my mind.’’ 

‘‘I’m sure of that, and I don’t want to make 
any trial,’’ and the man looked awav and 
would not even let the psychologist come near 
him. Mr. Brown was introduced by the jailer 
to several of the prisoners, most of whom were 
very anxious to ta!k with him. 

‘*‘Whata tortune you would make as a de- 
tective,’’ suid one. 

‘‘Oh no,’’ said the mind-reader. ‘*You see, 
Ionly operate whenin contact with the per- 
son, and ] amimpressed only with these sub. 
jectsupon which the mind is riveted at the time 
that!l operate.’’ 

Tue prisoners eyed the stranger curicusly, 


and seemed much afraid of him. 
With Kring Mr. Brown had 4&4 long 
talk, lasting about an hour. Kring 


told him that he believed in the art thoroughly 
and that, as he wished to conceal nothing, he 
would be very willing to put himself under the 
reader’s hands. Severai curious tests were 
given. Mr. Brown says that Kring is of a 
highly nervous temperament, the kind of man 
he would get good effects from with the least 
trouble. 

An apathetic, listless man, who seldom fixes 
his mind firmly on any one subject, might bat- 
fie him, put an intense nervous man, whose 
powers of concentration were very strong, and 
whose ideas moved him forcibiy, was very eas- 
ily worked upon, 

Mr. Brown dees some wonderful things 
without any preparation and simply as tests. 
He allows a person to bide an article anywhere 
he may wish, atany distance. Then, by sim. 
ply taking hold of the person who does the 
hiding and getting him to concentrate his 
ideas to the spot, he will lead 
him there without any trouble. 
He allows a person to write down anything he 
may wish, and give the paper toa third per- 
son, or secrete it in any way he may choose. 
Then by pressing his hand on his forehead, 
and other means of contact, he will read the 
contents of the paper as clearly as it oe

done from tne writing itself. 
good conditions, he can surpass 
even this feat. At a test given before 


the facuity and students of Yale College. a 
wire was passed from one room to another, and 
Mr. Brown, taking hold of one ena, clearly 
read the thoughts of those who grasped the 
other extremity, twenty-five feet away. lle 
has been in the business for a great number of 
years and bas puzzied, not criminals in jails, 
but the sharpest of savants and the most in- 
credulous scientists in this country and in 
Europe. fis visit tothe jail was full of much 
interest, and he :eft behind an impression that 
will not be soon forgotten. 

Prof. Brown will give an entertainment at 
Pope’s Theater, on Sunday night, when he wiil 
exhibit al) his wonderful feats, and submit to 
all sorts of tests which the audience may sug- 
gest.

Meeting ef Western Mining Bureau—

CHICAGO, May 11.—A Little Rock special 
reports: Leading planters say the wheat.crop 
of Arkansas the present season is the best for 
ten years.

The reports are complete and 
thorough for every county inthe State, and 
show thatin the northern division wheat is 
five per cent above an average, three per 
cent above the condition in the same division 


on the first of last April, and thirty-two per 
cent above the condition May 11,1881. In the 
central division the condition is thre per cent 
above an average, three per cent above that 
of April first and forty-four per cent above 
the condition of May 1, 1881. In the south- 
ern division the condition is three per cent 
above ap average and twenty-six per cent 
above condition Mayl1, 1881. Taking the 
State at large.the prospect promises a yield of 
thirty-four per cent above that of last year, 
On lowlands the wheat has been somewhat 
injured by the excessive and continued rains. 
Chineh bugs are m <r in large numbers in 
various sections, but they bave not yet done 
any damage. The continued wet weather in 
this part of the State is materially retarding 
the planting of corn.

ARMY OF THE TENNESSEE 


Full Report of the Busi- 
ness Session This 
Morning. 


Election of Officers---Next Reunion 
to be Held on Oct. 3 and 
4 in Cleveland.

General Noble Reads a Paper on 
the Capture of Camp 
Jackson, 


Which Contains a Mighty Interest- 
ing Letter From Claib 
Jackson. 


Grand Parade and Visit of the 
Society to the Armory This 
Afternoon. 


The Banquet This Evening—Last Day 
of the Fifteenth Reunion. 


The Army of the Tennessee thronged the ro- 
tunda of the Lindell Hotel this morning, while 
a swarm oi visitors pressed about the pave- 
ments and strained their necks to catch a 
glimpse ofthe notables in attendance. Gen. 


Sherman came down the corridor 
at an early hour and was im 
mediately surrounded bv vt large 


party of friends, who commenced renewing 
old acquaintances and introducing new ones 
atalively rate. Gen. Sheridan was visible 
Only once during the morning, andthen he 
returned to his room, while Gen. Sherman, in 
citizen’s dress, passed out of the hotel and 
proceeded on a stroll down Fourth street. 
The members of the society did 
nothing but relate anecdotes of the 
war and discuss the situation of the 
present, but the assembly managed to keep 
up avery large crowd of attentive listeners. 
In parlor 17, Col. Dave Murphy had suspended 
adrawing of a fort near Pilot Knob, and he 
descanted uponthe picture at great length, 
showing the relative positions of Gen. A. J. 
Smith and Gen. Sterling Price, and remem. 
bering to add that he was himself 
in charge of the fort. Gen. 
Pope reached the breakfast table about 
10 o’clock, andthe hero of ‘‘Headquarters in 
the Saddle’’ varied the morning meal with 
saddierocks. Gen. W. B. Hazen distributed 


himself around the rotunda and expressed 
gratification at tne fact that his subordinates 
gave the army good weather yesterday. Gen. 
Belknap satin psrlor 17, busily engaged in 
marking such bewspapers as referred to him 
as being a prominent member 
of the society, and mailing 
them to particular friends. Col. Dyer occu- 
pied the grand parlor, with a corps of assist. 
ants, furnishing certificates of membership to 
allwho deposited the requisite amount of 
fees. Numbers of newspaper men from abroaa 
moved in and out ofthe crowds and besonght 
information from all sources. Whenever 
a prominent oflicer chanced to pre. 
sent himself he was immediatelv 
surrounded by abevy of hizh privates ani 
visitors, who detained him lonxs enough to 
make half a dozen introductions, Toward 10 
o’clock the crowd commenced to disperse and 
move toward the People’s Theater, and half 
an hour thereefter the rotunda and corridors 
of the Lindell were almost deserted, 
IN THE THEATHRR. 

Although the hour at which the Soctety of 
the Army of the Tennessee was to have 
assembled this morning was fixed atl0a.m., 
that hour came and went and but few of the 
society were inthe parquette of the People’s 
Theater. Gen. Sherman was on time to the 
minute and took the chair, blandly announe- 
ing that Gen. Sanborn, whowas tn the audi- 
ence, was a quorum in himself The 
gentlemen Who were in the theater gathered 
around Gen. Sherman on the stage and al) 
chatted away pleasantly together. The floral 
tribute sent from Cnicago to St. Louis was in 
the place of honor, and it was examined with 
much interest and many compliments by the 
veterans. Of course, they soon got into remi 
niscinces ot the war. ‘‘Do you remember: 
General,’’ said one, ‘*that road 
near Atianta that the rebels put torpedves 
in?’ 

‘*Yes,’’ said he, ‘‘Ido. And aoyou remem- 
ber how we made the rebel prisoners take 
them out? They didn’t like it, but I thougnt if 
anybody had to be blown upto get those torpe- 
does out of the way | could spare rebel prison- 
ers better than my soidiers. But you fellows.’’ 
continued Gen. Sherman, ‘‘never knew the 
trouble that I had with torpedoes atthe rear. 
There was an average ot two hundred car 
loads of provisions coming to me every day 
and those young sparks who dovged the Con’ 
federate service and were lying about the 
country doing nothing took to putting 
eight-inch sheils with a short fuse and fulmi- 
nate upon the track, sothatthe locomotive 
would explode it. I lostalot of traina this 
way, sol just gathered a lot of cavalry, sent 
them through the country and picked up 
a lot of influential old gentlemen of 
secession proclivities, loaded a party of them 
into a box car sand ran them ahead 
of the engine On each train. The accidents 
ceased at once.’’ 

As soon as this anecdote was concluded 
it was noticed that the hall was tolerably fu!] 
and so at hait-past ten General Sherma n 
rapped to order, and called for the reading of 
the minutes. On motion this was dispensed 
with. 

‘*Are the committees ready to report?’’ 
inquired theGeneral. Only Gen. Keynolds, of 
the Committee on Time and Place of Next 
Meeting, was inthe hall, and he was invited 
to report. His report was a short one; it ran: 
‘*Resolved that when the soctety sdjourns it 
adjourns to meet on the 3d and 4th of October 
1883, the anniversary of the battle of Corinth, 
andthat it meet at thecity of Cleveland. 
Ohio.’’ Carried. , 

Gov. Fletcher moved the two secretaries of 
the society constitute a Board of Printing to 
prepare the third quintennial report of the 
society. Carried. 

Gen.Chetlain offered aresolution of thanks to 
the resident members of the society and to the 
citizens of St. Louis for the welcome received. 
Carried. 

Col. Scribner moved aresolution of thanks 
to the two posts of the Grand Army of the Re 
public in this city. Carried. 

Gen. Noyes moved that the eldest son of 
Gen. Frank P. Blair, Mr. Andrew Biair, be en- 
rolled a member of the Society of the Army of 
the Tennessee. Carried amid tumultuous 
cheering. 

Gen. Belknap, of the committee on selection 
of orator for next meeting, reported: 

‘*Your committee have chosen as the orator 
at your next aunual meting the late chaplain 
of the Thirty-second Wisconsin, late Lieuten.- 
ant orthe Thirty-second Wisconsin, late Col. 
onel of the Forty-ninth Wisconsin, present 
Bishop of gthe Reformed Episcopal Church 
ws Chicago, the Right Reverend Samuel Fal- 
Ow 


The cheering here was so long and continn- 
ous that tha course of business was for some 
time interrupted. Carried.

I con- 
gratulate you on the officers you have 
cnosen.’’ 

Coionel Dawes called on Gen. Belknap to 
read on account of the battles of the Crockers 
Iown brigade before Atlanta, which he had 
prepared for the brigade reunion at Washing- 
ton, lowa, last fall. Gen. Belknap read the 
essay, which was listened to with close atten- 
tion, and several times the reader was stop- 
ped by the applause. 

At the close of the reading of Gen. Belknap’s 
paper, by a unanimous vote it was made part 
of the proceedings. 

Gen. Sherman then announced that Jonn 


W. Noble would read a paper on the capture | 


of Camp Jackson, an event which brought the 
Army otthe Tennesse togther in St Louis. 

Gen. Noble said: ‘‘We have assembled to 
celebrate the capture of Camp Jackson. I live 
on Camp Jackson. I teel as Gen. Sherman 
did when he said yesterdav that we could for- 
give but that we could not forget. 
It becomes us to see whether 
the actions of our great leaders 
Lvon and Blair were authorized when they 
captured Camp Jackson, and whether their 
policy was authorized by the necessities of the 


oeccasion. I am toid that when Lyon 
was in this city betore he 
went out theve to Grand avenue 


that the campers—good men—advised him 
this way: ‘Now look here, Lyon, don’t you 
so and commit an overt act. You see these 
arms have got into the i hands of 
their fellow-citizens. They are not 
zoing to use them for the welfare 
of the State. Now. you get out awrit of re 
plevin, and gooutand serve iton the com- 
mander of that camp. Demand the arms 
from him in a -+proper legal way. 
Take out a posse comitatus, which 
will be the soldiers, with the arms 
in their hands, and if you do not get these 
arms under the writ then let the posse act 
properly.’ 

‘*anqa they teilme,’’ said Gen. Noble, ‘‘that 
the legal gentleman with this writ went to see 
Capt. Lyon. They found him with his 
hand on the mane i of his horse. 
They offered him the writ. Lyon laughed and 
said: ‘Gentlemen, I have one reyiment ad- 
vancing on the right flank of that cainp, an- 
other is making all the hasté possible out the 
Olive street road. If “I wait § for 
4 writ they will have taken that 
camp before I get there. Good by.’ 
And they tell me,’’ continued Noble, ‘‘that 
the legal gentleman took the writ, went up 
on the dome of the Court-house 
and watched the smoke of Camp Jackson. 
Now, listen to this letter from Claib Jackson, 
and see whether it was rightto take Camp 
Jackson and whether it was time to do so.’’ 


The book in whichis the letter is simply a 
rough tissue paper copying volume. The let- 
ter is on pages 36, 37 and 38, and the first page 
bears in pencil, 

‘‘No. 1—Found at the Capitol by Capt. A. S. 
Boernstein: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
JEFFERSON CITY, MO., April 19, 1861. 
Hon. David Walker, President Arkansas Con- 
vention, Fayetteville: 

Sin—Your letter enclosing the resolutions 
passed by the Arkansas Convention and ex 
pressing a decire ‘‘to hearfrom me touching 
the pohtical affairs of the country and of the 
proposed remedies for existingtevil*,’’ came 
to hand during my absence to the city of St. 
Louis, which willexpiain to yon the seeming 
delayinmyrerly. From the beginning my 
convictions have been that the interest, duty 
and honor of every” siave-holding State 
demanded their separation trom the Northern 
or non -siaveholding States. Mr. Lincoln, the 
representative nan of the Northern mind, is 
the anthorof the sentiment thatthe States of 
the Federal Union ‘‘cannot permanently en 
dure part tree and part slave, that they must 
all become one or the other,’’ ete. Thisis the 
doctrine of the ‘‘irrepressible conflict,’’ and 
though not of necessity a great philosoph- 
ical truth, yet it is the belief of the 
Northern people; and like all other people 
they actupon their belief and convictions of 
duty. They believe the institution of slavery 
to be the aum of all villainies, and hence fee! 
themselves called npon to extinguish it from 
the face of the earth. They believe, or affect 
to believe, their. dutv to their God 
and country alike demands this Service 
at their hands, while we of the 
South belleve it to be the most damnable and 
hellish crusades that was ever waged against 
anv people upon earth. Although they have 
abolished Slavery in all theirown States, they 
still feel thatthey are responsible tor the sin ot 
slavery, because they happen to live in the 
same Federal Union that we do. For my 
oart—ind I trust in God such will be the judg¢- 
ment of every Southern man—l am 
for relieving their tender consciences by a 
tull, complete and final separation, I am for 
absolving them from all responsibility here 
and bereaiter, and opening as way as broad as 
the Mississippi, by which they may be enabied 
to make their calling and election sure.

Missouri and Arkansas have been called up 
on by an abolition President for troopsto whip 
their Southern brethren and friends into the 
aupport ot a miserable, black Republican, fa- 
natical administration, and the question fa, 
shall they assist in this helhsh work, 
or like true and nobie States 
stand by their friends and perish with 
them, if need be, in the maintenance of our 
comimoa rights. Whatever mav have been 
our past differences, itseems to me that the 
time bas come when all true Southern men 
should be united as a band of brothers against 
the commonenemy. Public sentiment here is 
rapidly tending to this point, A few days 
more will determine all. I shall be happy to 
hear from you as to what Arkansas is likely to 
do.

In the windows of the several hotels and pub- 
lic buildings on the line of march were sta- 
tioned hundreds of ladies, and in some cases 
could be seen ladiesinthe same window whose 
friends and relatives hadfallen on opposite 
sides during the conflict. When the column 
reached the Lindell Hotel the Third Kegiment 
teil out of line and halted. Af. 
fer 4 short delav in order to 
allow the members of the Army of the 
Tennessee and of the Cumberland to fall in, 
the column proceeded on its march. Upon 
reaching Eighteenth street, between Pine and 
Olive, Col. Butler, who acted as chairman of 
the committee on escort, in person condneted 
Gens. Sheridan, Sherman and other distin- 
cuished visitors to the new Armory. Opposite 
the main south gate of the Armory and facing 
south the remaining officers were placec. Tne 
general staff and cavalry moved 
along the alley eastto the north gate of the 
Armory, entered the gate, moved west and 
nasser in review. All except the 
srisadier General commanding moved 
out of the Armory. After the cavalry 
and staff had provided for their horses, they 
returned on foot to the Armory. Col. Chap- 
man entered the Armory by the north gate, 
headed his column east, and by successive 
movements established his line for review. 
fronting south. The regiment, after having 
been reviewed by Gen. Sherman, broke ranks, 
andthe men dispersed themselves through 
the crowd. Col. Rutler then marched hls 
regiment in by the north gate and 
established his comnmand for review. An or- 
certo stack arms wasthen given, and amid the 
tumultuous cheers of the mass of 
lookers-on the Third broke ranks and the 
review was atan end. The members of the 
Army of the Tennessee were then escorted 
by the local compavies through the Armory 
Hall, where a reception was awaiting them 
by the ladiesof the Armory Encampment. 

After the review and the reception the visit- 
ors will be escorted back totheir hotels to pre- 
pare tor the grand banquet to-night that will 
be given at the Lindell, 


The Banquet. 

The grand dining-room of the Lindell Hotel 
is being transformed to-day into a beautiful 
realm of flowers, bunting and perfume. An 
army of emploves, under the direction of Mr. 
A. C. Howard, steward of tne hotel, and Mr. 
Foster, of Cincinnati, have worked busily 


througbout the day in endeavors 
to complete the work of decora- 
tions. The ha)l will be occupied by twelve 
long tables, spread north and south, andewill 
accommodate 306 guests. Each table will con- 
tain a floral decoration, in the shape of pyra.- 
mids, harps and baskets, accompanied by 
pyramids of fruit, of gum paste and of fancy 
confections.
